Improvements  in  Soaps  for  Diseases  of  the  Skin. 

I,  Charles  Rumney  Illingworth,  of  Clayton  House,  Clayton-le-Moors, 
near  Accrington,  Doctor  of  Medicine,  do  hereby  declare  the  nature  of  this 
invention  to  be  as  follows  : — 

The  addition  of  finely  powdered  boracic  acid  to  any  superfatted  soap  in  the 
5  process  of  manufacture. 

“  Superfatted  Boracic  Acid  Soap  ”  is  thus  formed.  It  is  intended  for  the  use  of 
those  persons  who  suffer  from  dryness  and  harshness  of  the  skin,  eczema,  psoriasis, 
dandruff,  redness,  scaliness  &c. 

Also  for  improving  the  secretions  of  the  skin  by  its  antiseptic  properties.

COMPLETE  SPECIFICATION. 

Improvements  in  Soaps  for  Diseases  of  the  Skin. 

I,  Charles  Rumney  Illingworth,  of  Clayton  House,  Clayton-le-Moors» 
15  near  Accrington,  Doctor  of  Medicine,  of  the  University  of  Edinburgh  do  hereby 
declare  the  nature  of  this  invention  and  in  what  manner  the  same  is  to  be 
performed,  to  be  particularly  described  and  ascertained  in  and  by  the  following 
statement  : — 

The  addition  of  finely  powdered  or  dissolved  boracic  acid  to  any  superfatted  soap, 
20  in  the  process  of  manufacture,  in  the  proportion  preferably  of  from  one  to  two 
per  cent. 

Care  must  be  taken  that  the  soap  is  made  before  the  acid  is  added  ;  and  also, 
that,  when  made,  it  contains  no  free  alkali  to  form  a  borate. 

Having  now  particularly  described  and  ascertained  the  nature  of  my  said  inven- 
25  tion,  and  in  wrhat  manner  the  same  is  to  be  performed,  I  declare  that  what  I 
claim  is  : 

The  addition  of  boracic  acid  to  any  superfatted  soap,  in  such  a  manner  as  to  keep 
it  free  and  chemically  uncombined  with  any  ingredient  of  the  soap,  with  the  object 
of  securing  and  preserving  its  antiseptic  and  lubricant  action  upon  the  skin,  in 
30  eczema,  psoriasis,  dryness,  harshness,  redness,  pimples,  and  dandruff.
